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"Orphaned" by Legislative. Storms, 
Labor Camp's Future Is Uncertain

" Orphaned by tho legtalatlM atorm. 
th» labor camp sonth of Twin Palls 
is perched on the oommunlty door- 
step. 

It can b« adopted aa a potential 
asset to tbe commimity or bundled 
oil under the wraps of covemmcnt- 
al surplus as an unwanted found- 
ling. 

First the camp was » "dust bowl 
babjr." It was created under the 
fann security adminUtratlon to 
house mfcrant workers. Then It be- 
came a "war baby" In 1913 under 
the war food administration. After 
the war, the camp was assigned to 
the production and marketing ad- 
ministration of the U. S. depart- 
ment of agriculture and named a 
laim labor supjMy center. 



As such, It faces liquidation Sept. 
30 by congressional action prompted 
by "a very serious restriction of 
funds." This Is a certainty. Ttie only 
uncertalnUea are: What disposition 
wUl be made of the 84 housing units 
and 53 acres capable of accommo- 
dating 1.214 persons? And will local 
interests have the opportunity to 
retain thla ready-made farm labor 
housing faculty bi its entirety? 

Although the camp was built at 
an initial cost of several hundred 
thousand 'dollars, Indications ^are 
that it Is preparing to go thl route 
of most government surplus. That 
would mean that It would be dis- 
mantled and shipped or dragged off 
by high bidders. 

To date, no Information has been 
received here aa to what the dis- 



position of the property will be. The 
center manager. Darrell Moss, has 
been notified that "nil fann labor 
supply centers In the United States 
wlU close Sept. 30. Inclurthig the 
one In which you are now living" and 
'■to protect your own Interests you 
should begin to look around inunedl- 
ately" Kor a place to live). In turn, 
this Inlonnatlon has been passed on 
to the 4B6 persons now residing at 
the centeh who include 4S Mexican 
nationals and five administrative 
staff members and their ramllles. 
Occupancy permits will be revoked 
Sept. 25. 

Agricultural . and civic Interests 
have not been standing Idly by* 
while these events have been tran- 
spiring. To date, however, any or- 
ganized efforts to retain the labor 



center as a source of farm labor 
have been obstructed by lack of 
Information on how the facllltlei 
can be procured. 

o. J. Bellwood, assistant farm la- 
bor supervisor for Twin Falls coun' 
ty, said Wednesday that the Twin 
Falls County Farm Labor Sponsor' 
Ing association will call a special 
meeting to discuss the matter as 
soon as information Is obtained 
how governmental machinery will 
dispose ol the camp. 

At present, the only county fa- 
cilities tor housing Imported farm 
labor have been located at the for- 
mer Mcdusky health camp at Buhl, 
the Filer fairgrounds and at the 
iTarm labor center near Twin Falls.

Congress 
Asked for 
Flood Act 

WASHINGTON. July 16 
(U.R)— President Truman to- 
day asked congress to under- 
take a 10-year comprehensive 
flood control program for the 
whole Mississippi river basin, 
beginning with expenditure 
of more than $250,000,000 in 
the next 12 months. 

The President asked that plani 
for Hood control be Integrated with 
a general program of Irrigation and 
hydroelectric power that would cov- 
er the vast producUve sections of the 
Missouri and Mississippi river val. 
leys. 

ProJecU Included 

The President pointed out that tha 
10-year program he suggested In. 
eluded many proJecU already au- 
thorlied by congress, these author- 
icatlons now totaling almost U,- 
000,000.000. 

In recommending that the pro- 
gram be sUrted between now nid 
next June 30, the President said the 
appropriations required for the first 
year would amount to a, quarter ot 
a billion doUsrs In addition to ap- 
propriations already made or con- 
sidered for thU fiscal year. \ 
Favors Valley AuUioriUes 

He emphasized that he sUU favors 
the ultimate establishment ot val' 
ley aulhorlUes, But he said "thL 
urgency of the flood problem Is such 
that we must take nccesfary steps 
to expedite this program' without 
awaltmg determlnaUon of the ad- 
ministrative pattern for the various 
regional valley development pro. 
grama." 

In totaling up previous Mississip- 
pi basin authorizations to (6,000,- 
000.000. the President said that up 
to M,000,000,000 of these proposed 
projects were either dhectly or oloee- 
ly related lo flood control.

During the period before 
tho drive starts, the safety 
council ndvlses all motorists 
to familiarize themselves with 
traffic regulations.

The mayor emphasised that the 
campaign will be underUtken only 
for the protection and good of the 
public.

BOISE, July lfl<A>>-The sUt« tlsh 
and game commission will next fall 
cooperate In a survey of three game 
areas In the state to determtoe the 
conflict between wildlife and domes- 
tic stock for gracing stands. 

The commission adopted a pro- 
gram to'itudy the situation follow- 
ing a conference yesterday at their 
annual meeting with Ray Swanson. 
PocBtello, director and member of 
the wildlife committee of the Idaho 
Cattlemen's ossoclatlpn and Leon 
Weeks, association secretory. 
Atmm Told 

The grazing conflict exists In the 
PocatGllo game preserve between elk 
herds and domestic stock, the Lost 
River valley, where antelope range, 
and the deer arias bt the Caribou 
national forest. , 

Swanson also recommended to the 
commission that one central agency 
—ho sold preferably the U. 8. for- 
est service — be designated to super- 
vise the big game program In Idaho. 
Big game Is principally at present 
controlled by the stato llsh and 
game department but the U. S. wild- 
life service, the Taylor grazing serv- 
ice and the forest service partici- 
pate In game management. 

Assessment Proposed 

Swanson also proposed that the 
government adopt a policy whereby 
an assessment Is paid on big game to 
assist In conserving grazing areas 
of the state Including soil conserva- 
tion and reservoir construction. 

The assessment, Swanson said, 
would correspond with that now paid 
by stockmen on cattle and sheep 
grazing on Idaho rangeland. 

The commission also voted to dis- 
pose of the evergreen hatchery on 
the Welser river near Council 'in 
Adams county. Operation of the 
hatchery has not proved "teaslble or 
advisable," the commission said.

He 
intimated they would deny strongly 
that they participated In the bayo- 
neting to death of two Americans 
trussed on a croubar. 

Carlson, in seeking acquittal of 
all IS Japanese, arsued that the 
prosecution had never Identified the 
ID Americans assertedly stain In 
bacteria, tourniquet and dynamite 
cxperlmenU. He noted the fact Ihe 
txidles never have been found. The 
prosecution contends they were 
dropped hito' the sea at war's end.

RUSSIA'S FUNNY MONEY 
The American govemment'a agreement In 
1944 to give Russia the plates for printing 
Allied occupation currency, with no strings 
attached, was "under the circumstances . . . 
a reasonable and plausible decision." That 
was the opinion expressed to senate Inves- 
tigators the other day by John H. Hlldrlng, 
assistant secretary of state for occupied areas. 
Borne or the rest or Mr. Hlldrlng's testi- 
mony, however, casts doubt on the reason- 
ableness and plausibility. Government au- 
thorities might have guessed that Russia, 
given the plates with no obligation to account 
for or redeem the occupation marks, might 
Hood Germany with funny money. But they 
were confronted with Russia's threat to print 
her own occupation money otherwise. And 
the U. 8. was gambling on economic unity. 

But there Is more to the story, as Mr. 
Hlldrlng told It. General Elsenhower was 
poised for the Normandy Invasion, and the 
Russians were driving the Germans hard In 
the east. "It was to our Interest to see to it 
that the drive continued," the assistant 
secretary said. 

Perhaps the nub of the reasonable and 
plausible decision Is in Mr. Hildrlng's state' 

' ment that "At that time, we had every rea- 
lon to believe that once we had defeated 
the fascists, we could get together." This 
•xplanation throws an Interesting light on 
the backstage scene of the wartime alliance. 

""" At the time In question, the Russians must 
have Icnown that the promised invasion was 

- Imminent. They -surely knew that we had 
given them billions of dollars' worth ot war 
material. Yet our officials seem to have 
believed seriously that the Soviets might 
•often or cease their finishing blows at the 
nazls unless they got their way In this money 
matter. 

. , How, under those circumstances, could our 
government have had "every reason to be- 
lieve" that relations would be agreeable once 

- the common danger that united Russia and 
the U. 8. had been removed? 

Well, we took the gamble and lost. And 
' post-mortem opinions can't undo what Is 
done. 

So it's up to American taxpayers to pick up 
' the tab for a not inconsiderable sum, maybe 
; $200,000,000. Nobody knows for sure, because 
^the Russians have refused to tell how much 
;■ money was printed or remains to be re- 
. deemed. 

Aside from the sum. there is Eomelhing 
depressing about the reasons for paying It. 
They reflect, we rear, a too typical American 
" attltuds toward Russia that endured too long. 
It was an attitude compounded of fear, dls 
trust, an over^anxlous desire to-plcasc, and a 

- Pollyanna optimism. 
' It permitted Russia to claim an almost 
, single-handed winning of the war and to dc- 

mand payment for it. It led her into the 
:■ attitude of being sulky or stubborn until she 
* got what she wanted. Aa a result, we're 

- paying for a lot more than Russia's funny- 
.' money marks.

In doing so, they showed that 
they agreed with the congressmen's 'analysU of the 
mililarj-, diplomatic and political problem in the mid- 
dle east bridgehead between the Occident and Asia. 

Although only 1100,000.000 has been allocated to 
Ankara, that sum will purchase olmost $1,000,000,000 
■worth of mlllUry arms, equipment and munitions 
under the terms of tho asrcement. Surplus material 
in Europe, which It would be economically unwise to 
bring to tho U. 8,. will be sold to the Turks for less 
than 10 cents on the dollar. 

Army spokesmen also pointed out that, despite the 
enthusiastic Ulk of a "push-button war," the planes, 
tanks, arlUlery, rifles and motorized units Involved 
in the deal are as modem and as effective as any 
rival nation possesses at this moment. Thus, the 
600,000 hardy Turkish warriors, with their 400,000 
reserves now under American training, will make an 
extremely formidable force. 

On the basis of this explanation, albeit grumbllngly. 
the subcommittee and the full group agreed to report 
out the loan and to support it on the floor They 
did complain, however, that It required such secret, 
merciless BrlUlng to force official revelation of the 
basic facts about the Oreco-Turklsh maneuver.

Jim Farley, la 1940, and as Farley 
now relates In his belated memoirs, 
most of the partisans had no prin- 
ciples and cared not a damn for 
Roosevelt but ware interested only-ln 
itaying In power.

Wutem Europe may be about to 
capitalise on the ManbaU proposal, 
and eastern Eun^ majr get Boma 
benefit from Russia^ effort to off- 
set that prosmn, but Austria la 
caught squarely In the middle. 

Thj! RusiUns occupy hor oQ fields 
and one of her most produetire 
areas Beneralljr. They protest her 
acceptance of relief under close 
American supervision and threaten 
not to let It operate in thetf aone. 
They consider her attendance at 
the Paris economic conference an 
Insult. They try to keep her out of 
the United Nations. They object to 
U. a. troops paying their own occu- 
pation coats. There are hints of 
economic reprisals tor the little 
country's western leanings. 
Situation Scrtoos 

Even If Moscow takes no direct 
steps, the Austrian sttustlon la seri- 
ous. Russia, trying to prevent the 
eye -opening Impact of western 
wealth on her ragged, hungry 
sphere, has shut it off from the 
economy of the rest of Europe. 

This draws a line between western 
Austria and the trade to the east 
upon which she leans heavily. To 
save herpelf frcm complete Russian 
domination. It appears she must re- 
main on western charity until these 
markets can be reopened to her. 

The Americans know that If they 
yield the Russians will get control 
of Austria economically, with po- 
litical hegemony following almost 
autccnatically. 

If, In pique or desperation. Russia 
now decides to clean out her occu- 
pation zone completely, no amount 
of treaty making can assure Austria. 
She was never able to csUbllah a 
very stable economy after dissolu- 
tion of the Auatro-Hungarlan em- 
pire, anyway.

Idaho's Crop 
Output to Set 
AU-TimeHigh 

BOISE. July 16 (JJ^ReiUraUnB 
earlier tentative forecasts, the U. S. 
bureau of agricultural economics 
said today that "Idaho crop produc- 
tion In total promises to exceed all 
previous records this year." 

Production of two per cent greater 
than last year's all-tlme high waa 
predicted la the agency's report on 
conditions July 1. "A combination 
of uniformly good ylelda per acre 
and record crop acreages Is respon- 
sible," the monthly summary said, 

Thu report said the hidex of total 
production on July 1 "poInU to a 
total output 33 per cent Greater 
than the 1B35-30 average." 

Total Acreage Largest 

Tlie total acreage of field crops 
for harvest Is the largest on record, 
surpassing last year's total by about 
three per cent. Tlie 1^53,000 acrej 
of sugar beets Indicated for harvcsl 
set new records. 

Other highlights of the report: 

Potato acreage is smaller than In 
any of the preceding four years. 

Bean acreage Is the greatest since 
1934. 

Dry pea acreage la the smallest 
since 1S42. 

New Beet Record Seen 

New production records for wheat 
and RUgar beets are Indicated. The
